Senator Boraw lets it be known that 
he intends soon to Introduce a resolu- 
tion in the Senate calling for an inter- 
Rational economic and disarmament 
conference, to be held in Washington. 
‘He desires to wait until ar “ oppor- 
tune ’’ time before hg the matter, 
“but will not postpone it indefinitety. 
Benator Borax believes that the con- 
Terence he has in mind ought to fix the 
total of German reparations. The ex- 
perts of the Dawes committee were 
unable to.do this, but perhaps some 
clerks in the Auditom's Department at 
Washington could figure it out easily. 
‘Another thing which Senator Boran 
regards as essential is to include, dele- 
gates from the Russian Government in 
such a Washington conference. This 
might involve recognition of the So- 
viets, which. the Administration has 
thus far refused, but the Idaho Sen- 
ator would not for this reason hesitate 
to obey his humane impulses to do 
something for the good of the whole 
world.

GERMAN MELANCHOLY. 

The luxury of gloom is highly prized 
by German politicians. . After the 
occupation of the Ruhf they took spe- 
cial delight in their hard fortune, 
ahd cheered themselvés no end by the 
pictures which’ they painted of the 
imminent collapse of thé world. To- 
Gay they are tragically despondent, 
and while they admit that business is 
booming, that the mark is stabilized 
and that the reparation problem is 
scttled—at least for a few years—they 
are as filled with foreboding as ever. 
They enjoyed illness while it lasted, 
and-how are about to take. to. their 
beds in good health. There is some- 
thing almost Jabberwockish about 
President Esukt’s aoletui observation 
that “ under pretexts with which we 
“ aré as yet unfamiliar and-which we, 
“ therefore, are unable to examine, 
“buat of the incohsistencits of which 
** we are all convinced, we are to be 
“deprived of the sdle ‘advantage 
“ youchsafed us in an immeasurably 
“ oppressive peace treaty—the evacua- 
** tion. of occupied German soil.’’ Had 
he quoted the words of thé angry little 
girl to her sister, “ I don’t know -.hat 
** you're going to say, but whatever it 
“is it ain’t so,’’ he would have ex- 
pressed more> concisely his attitude 
toward the expécted communication of 
the Allies about Cologne. 

iis octſeiat Booth, ‘ke certain other 
attitudés 6f mind made in Germany, is 
more for foreign than for home ¢on- 
sumption. The Germans were aware, 
weeks ago, that the evacuation of 
Cologne would. have to ‘be postponed 
until the’ evacuation of the Ruhr was 
completed. . But believing that osten- 
tatious self-pity . begets sympathy, 
they hoped by reveling in dejection to 
turn the world against the Allies and 
to strengthen the idea which they 
have been sedulously spreading that 
the Versailles Treaty is a monstrous 
injustice and has enslaved the German 
nation. ! 

The main trouble. with this celebrat- 
ing, their own wake is that sorhe of the 
Germans evidently have not attended 
the ceremony, and so have given out 
views at odds with those of the chief 
mourners. German bankers, for ex- 
ample, have uttered the treasonable 
rémark that the military occupation of 
Cologne has not hampered the revival 
of German trade, and that there is 
little prospect that a few months more 
would have evil effects. Firthermore, 
they have pointed to increasing trade 
and revenue as certain indications 
that Germany is well gn the way to 
recovery. »They have gaid that the 
surprising success of the budget oper- 
ations indieates that Germany will be 
able to shoulder her obligations; and 
even though they complain of high 
tariffs on German goods, they are 
confident that the nation will soon 
re-enter the world’s markets as an 
mportant competitor. 

To such irrelevant facts, however, 
the politicians turn deaf ears, as if 
they would say, in the words of the 
poets. : 

You shall not chase my gloom away!’

The thréescoré-odd Bowery derelicts 
in thé “Zero” following did not im- 
press themselves as constituting a so- 
cial problem, nor even as a social 
accident. They were the very email 
margin of human miséry and frailty 
which probably will always have to 
be recognized—and fed and housed. 
“Mr. Zero’s"’ chief lieutenant, one 
JouN Dee, certainly did not present 
in his OWn person an indictment 
against’ society. “\Made $1,600 and 
game down here and blew it in,”’ he 
told reporters... “Now IY am a Bow- 
* ety boy. -I make $8.40 a day when 
“I am working.” Presumably very 
few of the rank and. file blew in 
$1,600 before they enlisted with “ Mf. 
Zero’? or are in the physical condi- 
tion to earn $8.40 a day. But sodiety’s 
responsibility in their cas®, if it does 
exist, is fairly remote. 

This being a year of prosperity, one 
cahnot generalize for a futufe in 
which widespread unemployment thay 
possibly present New York with a 
real problem. But even as against 
actual emergency progress has been 
made of recent years. The agencies 
of relief have multiplied and improved 
in their methods. Much mbdre impor- 
tant, the workers. themselves have 
been developing a higher immunity 
against hard times. We have recently 
had- prolonged strikes in industrial 
towns unaccompanied by the acute 
distress of former years. : Thrift is the 
answer. Not all war wages went into 
silk shirts and pianos. A great deal 
went into the savings banks. Prohi- 
bition advocates insist that former 
saloon money is now golng into sav- 
ings as well as into movie tickets and 
better clothes and housing. At any 
rate, a hard Winter that might have 
sent the casuals of industry into the 
cities by crowds could supply “ Mr. 
Zero "’ with only a handful of recruits. 

A word of praise is due the police. 
for their handling of the latest per- 
formance. It would have been so 
easy, by a premature and unnecessary 
display of force, to magnify “ Mr. 
Zero’s ” little band into an “army” 
of unemployed! A few days of good- 
humored patience and the performance 
willbe over. “ Mr. Zero’ will go and 
his followers will undoubtedly receive 
just as much help as if thelr leader 
had not dramatized their “‘ wrongs.’’

That the traffic situation in New York 
City is deplorable and that it is growing‘ 
worse every day we have abundant 
proof, But it is particularly disappoint- 
ing to find that additional facilities as 
soon as provided become immeédiately 
overcrowded. It stems not improbable 
that if the street capacity were doubled 
tomorrow a few Yeats Would see them 
as cohgested as they are today.

VANZETTI REMOVED 





Men Convicted of Killing Pay- 
master 5. Years Ago Committed 
for ‘Queer Actions.’ 


BOSTON, Jan. °.—Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti, convicted, with Nicola Sacco, of 
the killing of a paymaster and his 
guard nearly five years ago, and since 
then the object. of international interest 
because of radical den.enstrations in his 
interest, was removed to the Bridge-. 
water Hospital for the Insane today. 
He had been under cbservation by alien- 
ists for the last two weeks. 

Two years ago a hunger strike caused 
Sacco to be similarly confined pos- 
sibly insane. 

Vanzetti was committed on an order 
signed by Drs. Charles rtram Sulli- 
van-and. Joseph I. McLaughlin, the lat- 
ter physician at the State prison. He 
had been examined also by Dr. Abra- 
ham Myerson, representing the Vanzetti 
defense. . 

Queer actions, involving hallucinations 
and physical demonstrations, had caused 
the State prison-authorities to remove 
Vanzetti from his cell to the hospital 
ward, and these are sald to have con- 
tinued. ‘‘Vanzetti seemed to think peo- 
ple were talking about him,” prison of- · 
‘ficials said.
